CHALMERS’ SEAT. 


WHY THE DEMOCRATS DID NOT CONTEST ITS 
POSSESSION. 

Wasuinoetonr, D. C., May 23.—The following 
letter from Representative Hewitt, of New 
York, was today received by Kepresentative 
Manning, of Mississippi, and furnished for pub- 
lication : 

W ASHINOTONR, D. C., May 23, 1882—-My Dear Sir: 
I bave read che letter of the Hon. J. R. Chai- 
mers, dated the léth just. and addressed to the 
editor of the Memphis Appeal, of which you 
have been enough to hand me a copy. In 
this letter Gen. Chalmers quotes me as having 
said in the Democratic caucus" in reference to 
bis case, that “If it was a contest between two 
white men they could afford to filibuster, but, be- 
ing acontest between a colored and a white man, 
the Northern Democrats could not afford to do 
it.”

So far as con@erns any statement which I ma 
have made eisewhere than in the caucus (whic 
idid not attend), Gen. Chalmers is equally at 
fault. At an informal conference which pre- 

the caucus I| stated that tilibustering oper- 
ations were always regarded with disfavor at 
the North, and could only be justified when they 
might be necessary in order to get a fair hearing 
Wefore the Committee on Elections and the 
House; that in the Chalmers case there was no 
alteration of unfair treatment by the commit- 
tee, norany desire to prevent a full and fair 
discussion in the House; that to filivuster under 
such circumstances woul in my opinion be un- 
justifiabie; that our motives would be misrepre- 
sented, and that the fact that the contestant was 
a colored man would intensify the misrepre- 
sentations to the great prejudice of the Demo- 
cratic party in the North. This view appeared 
tocommend itself to the great fiajority of the 
gentiemen present, nearly all of whom were 
Southern Democrats. 

If the case had not been fairly beard by the

Conviction of James Fitzgerald, One of 
the Mien Eugaged in the RKobbery of. 
the Old Gentieman—The Case Will Be 
Carried to the Supreme Court.

Boston, Mass., May 25.—The trial of James 
Fitzgerald for swindling Charies Francis Adams 
was concluded today, the jury after about an 
hour’s deliberation finding the prisoner guilty on 
three counts of the indictment, and by instruc- 
tion of the court not guilty on the others, which 
relate to the prisoner's complicity with the men 
not yet arrested. Upon the suggestion of coun- 
sel for the defense it was agreed to submit the 
case to the jury without argument. After. 
ruling upon legal points rawed during 
the trial, Judge Brigham gave his 
charge to the jury. He said, in effect, thata 
confession, to be competent evidence against a 
person accused, must be voluntary, and not in- 
duced by fear of barm or hope of benefit from 
persons having control or authority, or whom 
be may suppose have authority. If the prison- 
er, supposing that if the facts were known it 
would secure payment of tne check, went to the 
office of Mr, Olney for that purpose, it would 
not form such inducement as would destroy the 
foree of the voluntary confession, and if the 
jury believe the facts as stated in the corfession 
they will support the three first counts of the 
indictment. The other counts, relating to per- 
sons not on trial., no evidence had been offered 
to controvert that presented by the Goveru- 
ment, and therefore the jury must take the eyi- 
dence offered as a narrative of what the pris- 
oner did, and to say upon that evidence whetber 
they tind the allegations proved. To convict au 
uccused party on bis confession, it must appear 
to bave been voluntary—obtaivned without co- 
ercion and without exciting bopes or fears 
without which he would not bave given it. It

SPRINGFIELD, LiL, May 26.—There is a notable 
fact in counection with the sessions of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly. The meetings in 
the morning are opened with a half-hour of 
earnest devotional exercises. It bas been ap- 
pareut, and was egpecialiy so this morning, that 
the brethren do not display that anxiety to par- 
ticipate in these devotions which one would ex- 
pect from the cloth. Even a godiess Legisiature 
could hardly present more empty beoches dur- 
ing the prayer ofa 831 Chaplain than were to 
be seen this morning at 9 o'clock when the Rev. 
Dr. Nevins opened the proceedings with prayer. 
Many of the committees devoted the devotional 
hour to work, and me of the prominent Com 
missioners evidently loafed about the lobbies 
for the express purpose of 

SHIRKING THE PIOUS EXERCISES 
within the bali. This is in line with the further 

Observauon that the country delegates are more 

prompt, more eager to pray or sing, and more 

zealous in participating in the moraing devo- 
tions than their brethren of the great metropol- 
tat churches. 

When the business session was reached, the 
first thing taken up was the report of the special 
committee on the complaint of the Bioomington 
Presbytery, which recommends that the com- 
plaint be dismissed. The matter grows out of 
the refusal of the Board of Ministerial Relief to 
support a certain minister for good and su- 
cient reasons. The presbytery objected that 
the board had refused to give the sources of the 
information on which the application was re- 
fused. 

The presbytery was represented by the Kev. 
M. Moore Travis and the Rev. William C. Mag- 
ner, who represented the indigent brother as in 
danger of dying while waiting for support from 
his brethreop.

A REVIEW OF THE INDUSTRY DEVOTED TO 
THE FURNISHING OF THE MEAT SUPPLY.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 25.—The report of the 
Iitinois Department of Agriculture soon to be 
issued gives a rather gioomy outlook for the 
future meat supply. It will be seen from the 
following extracts made from proof-slips of the 
department report that there is a limited num- 
ber of farm animals in most of the counties 
when compared with same date last spring. ‘ne 
inferior condition of stock is reported as the re- 
suit of the partial failure of crops last season 
and consequent bigh prices of hay and grain, 
which has induced farmers in many sections to 
feed sparingly during the winter with the ex- 
pectason that the pastures would be as good 
usual ia the early spring and that stock woul 
soon regain flesh and be up to an average in 
condition. 

The cola, backward spring and partial failure 
of grass ow ing to the severe drouth last season 
in Central and Southern IIlinois have disap- 
pointedgeeders in obtaining the much-needed 
supply of grass for stock. ‘ 

There is considerabie reduction in the number 
of farm animals, as compared with May 1, 1881, 
in many of the counties of the State, as may be 
seen in the tables published eisewhere. 

high price of feed and the partial failu 
of — 4 in the soutbern part of the State neces- 
sitated the saie of much stock usually retained 


for breeding purposes. 


The howe and foreign demand for horses bas 
induced farmers to sell. at the wien — 
prices, more horses than beretofore, thus largely 
reducing the usual number in many counties. 

There bas beeu considerabie complaint of loss 
of borses by so-called * pink-eye,“ and frequent 
abortions are reported by herse- breeders. 

Farm animals, while genérally healthy, are 
much below an average in condition. The open, 
wet winter, muddy roads ana féed-yards, with 
searcity of feed, have made the past season one 
of the most trying for live stock of aug year on 


record.

is in a flourishing condition, and the whear- 
fields are looking well. ‘The strawberry crop, 
though not quite up to the yearly average, 
proves very lucrative to the farmers. 


THE STRAWBERRIES 


raised there are unusually large and luscious, 
and the exportations are yearly becoming enor- 
mous. The peach and apple crop is aiready ma- 
turing aud large shipments to Eastern markets 
are being made. Some of the planters along the 
Saline River dave not entirely recovered from 
the overtiow, but they are fast repairing the 
damages.

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All Negotiations Between the 
Tanners and the Bosses 
Broken Off. 


The Brickmakers Resolved to Be- 
gin Work at an Early Day 
at the Old Wages. 


Mayor Harrison Called On to Protect 
Them in Case of Any Mo- 
lestation. 


Another Strike at the Union Iron and 
Steel Mills—Differing Reasons 
Assigned for It. 


Conference at Pittsburg of Western Iron 
Manufacturers—A Strike Seeming- 
ly Inevitable. 


Failure of the Effort to Settle the Tan- 
ners’ Strike. 

All efforts at compromise between the strik- 
ing tauners and curriers and their employers 
have proved fruitiess. Yesterday at noon 
Messrs. Halley and Rodgers, representing the 
Koights of Labor and the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly, met the members of the tirms of Wailk- 
er, Oakley & Co. and Grey, Clark & Enogie. It 
will be remembered that a conference was had 
three days ago at which the ewployers stated 
their views. The committee met the striking 
workmen and communicated these views to 
them. Yesterday the committee came again to 
report what they had been instructed by the 
strikers. They demanded that the advance of $1 
per week should be given to the beam-hbands and 
that all the non-union men who bad bee 
employed to take care of the stock since the 


Strike should be discharged and places 
filled with union men. To such ‘om lang 
y 


could be but One answer. The em at 
once stated that they would never consent to 
discharge the men who had stood by them, and 
would not discharge men at the demand of the 
unions. This practically settled the discussion, 
although the conference lasted for an hour. 
The matter has now assumed a new phase. 
Originally there was a demand by a compara- 
tively small number of the employés for an ad- 
vance of $l per week. The employers having 
refused to grant this, the men\(beamsters) 
struck, but the finishers and others, who rep- 
resent nine-tenths of the total number of work- 
men, continued at their posts. The emplvuy- 
ers stopped working in hides and took 
care of the stock in the beam-houses 
as best they could, employing non-union men 
for the work. Then the finishers and others, 
who had no complaint to make as to wages, and 
who have never iqtunated their desire for an in- 
crease, struck in order to compel the bosses to 
give the beamsters what they wanted. Some of 
the smaller tanneries continued at work with 
union men, but none attempted to work in any 
more hides. The consequence of this will nat- 
urally be thatin the course of two mooths at 
the outside the finishers will be without mate- 
rial to work upon. A committee of the Koights 


of Labor undertook to arbitrate the matter, 
with the success above referred to. Now the 
union men demand not only the advance for 
the beamsters, but the discharge of all scabs,”’ 
a chaste and elegunt term by wuicn all working- 
men not members of the union are distin- 
gu ished. 

It would appear that the arbitrating com mittee, 
although charged with tne duty of conveying to 
the empioyers harsher terms thao those offe 
a few days ago, do not personally believe in 
justice of the cause which they as intermedi- 
aries represent. Messrs. Hailey and Rodgers 
both owned at the conference that the action of 
the strikers bad been unadvised and was not 
warranted, and regretted that matters had gone 
so far that it was too late to retreat. re- 
marks did not relate to the mere question of the 
$l per week advance, which now cuts no figure 
in the controversy. As far as that goes, the 
difficulty could probably be adjusted in ten min- 
utes, and in style to suit the workmen. But the 
demand for the summary dismissal of all non- 
union men will not be acceded to, whatever may 
follow. The employing tannersare by no means 
averse to a stoppage of work at this time, so tar 
as the beum- nouses are concerned. They would 
have bad to stop in July and August anyhow if 
she strike had not occurred. 

Good feeling appears to prevail between the 
two interests, and the negotiations, now at an 
end, have been conducted in a gentiemanly and 
friendly manner. The committee gave as- 
no disturbance was 
tended or would be allowed. and 
expressed the wiilingness of the unions to co- 
operate in measures for the detection and pun- 
ishment of apy persons who might create 
trouble. 

A representative of the employers said that 
this conference ended all negotiations. The 
two firms concerned would stick together and 
resist the demand for the discharge of non- 
union men uatii the last. These men had stuck 
by them and taken careof their stock in the 
beam- houses, when $40,000 worth of hides would 
bave spoiled in three days but for the attention 
thus given. It would be base ingratitude to go 
back on such men, and they wouid be given 
work whatever bappened. He thought the 
men by their demand for the bouncing 
of the non-unionists bad placed themselves be- 
yend the pale of argument, and bad shown that 
they. were simply would-be tyraants, lacking 
only the power to deprive their fellows of their 


daily bread. 

Mr. Wil Halley, of the Knights of Labor 
committee, was seen. He said that the negotia- 
tions were at an end.

YOR HARRISON’S LATESI PUBLIC 
APPEARANCE. 


Mayor Harrison, in his official capacity, 
extended the hand of cordial welcome to the 
distillers, brewers, and liquor-dealers, and 
their attorneys and friends, who held acon- 
ference in this city on Wednesday. The pro- 
priety of his oficial appearance on such an 
occasion is very questionable at best, but 
the speech he made rendered it little short of 
disgraceful. it is conceded by all classes 
that the whisky interests are in no need of 
official encouragement. Those who are en- 
gaged in the liquor-traffic may find it desir- 
able to organize resistance among themselves 
to the progress of temperance movements, 
whether social or political, but there is cer- 
tainly ng claim upon the official. representa- 
tive of any community to promote the man- 
ufacture and sale of alcohol for drinking 
purposes, nor to elevate the saloon influences 
to the importance of a great National in- 
dustry. Thisix what Mayor Harrison under- 
took to do. 

Mr. Harrison, as Mayor of Chicago, is ex- 
pected to represent the entire city. The 200 
churches and their congreganons of tens 
of thousands are as much entitled to consid- 
eration at his hands as the 3,000 whisky-shops 
and their patrons. As an executive officer 
he is expected to promote the interests of law 
and order and public morality.’ To do so it 
is not necessary that he should ally himself 
with the prohibitionists nor favor the passage 
of sumptuary laws. But he cannot close his 


eyes to the fact that it is the liquor saloons 


which, more thap all other influences com- 
bined, are responsible for the prevalence of 
the frightful amount of vice and crime of 
large cities, and that it is the consumption of 
whisky which fills thé police-stations, the 
bridewells, the jails, the penitentiaries, and 
the poor-houses, and carries poverty and wo 
into thousands of homes. It is not necessary 
to undertake the control of appetites of men 
by law in order to condemn the evils of dram- 
drinking and drunkenness. It may not be 
exacted from the Mayor of a great city that 
he shail take an active part in any social or 
political crusade against saloons, but it is 
expected that he will refrain from prostitut- 
ing his oficial position to the eulogy and 
active encouragement of a traffic which 
makes multitudes of drunkards and disrepu- 
table citizens. The Mayor of Chicago ought 
to have the homes, the mothers, wives, and 
children, the repression of vice and the bet- 
ter influences of society more at heart than 
the whisky-makers and whisky-drinkers. 
Past experience warrants the belief that the 
liquor interests will thrive without his offi- 
cial support, but Chicago is not sufficiently 
protected against drunkards, roughs, thieves, 
gamblers, and the vicious classes whom the 
saloons graduate to justify him in adding 
the weight of his influence to the develop- 
ment and prosperity of the whisky-selling 
business. 

Mr. Harrison, as Mayor, might better have 
kept aloof from the whisky conference: but, 
having gone there, he should have been con- 
tent with a perfunctory extension of the 
freedom of the city ”’ to the distillers, brew- 
ers, and liquor-dealers during their confer- 
ence, if they behaved themselves. Instead 
of this, he proceeded in a reckless speech to 
magnify the importance, merit, and good- 
ness of their traffic at the expense 
6f truth and decency. He told the 
assembled whisky-men that “he con- 
sidered them the representatives of one of 
the most important interests in the country“; 
that “next to the farmers those engaged 
in the distillation of whisky and the brewing 
of beer were component parts of the largest 
organization in America”; that “they were 
handling the produce of the farmer and 
turning it into a product that would enrich 
all classes of men”; and, finally, that “if 
the production of whisky were stopped there 
would be a howl from the farmers through- 
out the length and breadth of the land.” 

It is hard to conceive that anybody pre- 
tending to represent the corporate and social 
interests of a great metropolis would con- 
sent. in his official capacity, to elevate and 
dignify the crime-breeding whisky trale 
into such an extravagant estimate of its rel- 
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manufacture of whisky is encouraged the 
agricultural interests of this country must 
languish, the farmers mortgage their lands. 
and the whole country go to the bad, What 
are the facts in the case? We will say that 
about 70,000,000 gallons of whisky are manu; 
factured in this country every year upon 
which tax is paid, and that a bushel of corn 
will produce about three and a half to four 
gallons of whisky. At this rate from 
eighteen to twenty million bushels of corn 
are consumed annually in the manufacture 
of whisky out of an average total preduct of 


1,400 millions of bushels. In other words, } 


not more than one-cightieth of the corn prod- 
uct of the country, or a little more than 1 
per cent, goes into whisky, or less than the 
possible variation of the corn product from 
year to year which is due to the weather in- 
fluence. In other words, if the manufacture 
of whisky were suspended altogether the 
farmers would scarcely notice the reduction 
of their market that suck suspension would 
cause in the consumption of corn. The re- 
duction of the corn crop in Lilinois alone last 
year by unfavorable climatic conditions was 
ten times larger than the reduced consump 
tion of the entire country would be if all the 
distilleries were closed. 

Mayor Harrison is thus put in the position 
of having falsified the facts and degraded his 
office for the purpose of puffing up the 
whisky-makers and dramsellers with an ex- 
aggerated idea of their vast moral and in- 
dustrial importance. Why did he do so? 
It would be hard to tell. He was probably 
prompted by a desire to pander to the sup 
port of the saloons and the votes of those 
who are opposed to interference with the 
sale of liquor. He seems to ignore the fact 
that men may be opposed ta political prohi- 
bition and yet believe that the whisky-dealers 
are not the great supports of American 
. nor yet the benefactors of our 

and dispensers of all that is good and de- 
sireble. Mr. Harrison mistakes the intelli- 
gence and sentiments of the masses. The 
number of people who approve of the sa- 
loon-business and its influences on society 
is very small. The number of votes to be 
gained by exaggerating the importance of 
the whisky business will never make Mr. 
Harrison Governor or Senator, and perhaps

THE JAPANESE INDEMNITY BILL. 

The Senate has taken up the Japanese In- 
demnity bill, which passed the House Feb. 
2, bya unanimous vote. This bill has re- 
peatedly passed both Houses, but never at 
the same session. Ten reports in favor of 
the repayment of the money have been made 
to the two Houses. There has been no ad- 
verse report. The passage of the bill at the 
present session is regarded as certain. It has 
run the gauntiet of the House; it has ob- 
tained consideration in the Senate, and will 
surely have a majority in that body. 

The House bill which is pending in the 
Senate authorizes and directs the President 
to pay to the Government of Japan the sum 
of $1,516,364 in bonds now under the control 
of the Department of State, and known as 
the Japanese indemnity fund. It Also au- 
thorizes and directs the President to cause 
the sum of $250,000 to be paid out of the fund 
to the officers and crew of the United States 
ship Wyoming for meritorious services in 
the Straits of Shimonoseki July 16, 1868, 

Most of the bonds which it is proposed to 
pay the Japanese are 4 per cents, bearing a 
premium of 20 per cent. The original in- 
demnity was invested in Government bonds 
by the State Department, and the interest 
has been regularly compounded. The ac 
count stands thus:

Deducting a quarter of a million to be paid 
to the officers and crew of the Wyoming, the 
amount still due the Japanese Government 
will be about $1,800,000, or considerably 
more than twice the original payment of 
$785,000, 

The facts and the merits of the case relat- 
ing to the Japanese indemnity fund have 
been so often set forth in Tae Trreune that 
it would be idle to repeat them. The money 
was extorted from Japan by representatives 
of Great Britain, the Netherlands, France, 
and the United States. The alleged in- 
demnity was granted on account of the acts 
of a rebellious Japanese Prince who had 
blockaded the Straits of Shimonoseki, and 
fired on two United States vessels, the 
Wyoming and the Pembroke. The Wyom- 
ing was amply able to take care of itself, as it 
showed in action. But the allied Powers 
fitted out an expedition against the rebellious 
Prince and reduced him to terms. They 
then compelled Japan to pay an indemnity 
for the alleged cost of the expedition. If the 
Japanese had known anything of interna- 
tional law, they might have avoided payment 
on the plea that they were not responsible 
for and could not control the rebel Prince 
who had committed the acts complained of. 
But this defense was not made. The allied 
Powers extorted $3,000,000 from Japan, of 
which the United States accepted $785,000 in 
payment of the pretended. expenses of a 
gunboat or tender which accompanied the 
expedition. The actual cost of the expedi- 
tion, so far as the United States were con- 
cerned, is officially stated to hie been about 
$11,000, or one seventieth of the sum received 
from Japan. 

The proposed payment of a quarter of a 
million dollars to the officers and crew of the 
Wyoming is founded upon the action of that 
vessel in the Straits of Shimonoseki. The 
Pembroke, an American merchant-vessel, 
had been fired upon in those waters. The 
Wyoming sought reparation. It sailed into 
the straits, and in a very severe action de- 
stroyed three Japanese vessels which had 
been bought from English owners at a cost 
of $350,000, besides shelling the town and dis- 
mantiing the forts. In the distribution of 
the three-million indemnity an extra allow- 
ance of $140,000 was made to the United 
States in acknowledgment of thé fact that 
an American vessel had first been fired upon. 
The owners of the Pembroke were extrava- 
gantly compensated for their losses, which 
were merely nominal, but nothing has ever 
been paid to the officers or crew of the Wy- 
oming, and this bill proposes to make good 
their claims. It is much like the Monitor 
bounty-grab, but both Houses of Congress 
seem disposed to encourage that sort of 
thing. 

The restitution of the indemnity to Japan 
is an act of simple justice. It is in evidence 
that neither the United States nor any other 
of the allied Powers intended in making this 
demand to extort money from Japan. Their 
avowed object was to obtain a composition 
on the basis of the opening of additional free 
ports. When this proposition was to have 
been made the Japanese Government was 
unable to proceed with the secret agreement 
owing to the rebellion of the Daimios, which 
was partly incited by the new attitade of 
friendiiness on thé part of the Mikado to- 
ward the Western Powers. Japan has, how- 
ever, since opened the ports which were con- 
tended for when the indemnity was ex- 
acted. 

It will be a bright day for the United 
States when this money, with interest care- 


fully compounded, shall be repaid to Japan. 
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a sum of money obtained under 
stances would be an indelible stain upon 
the honor of our Government, The repay- 
ment of it win be an act which any citizen 
may reflect upon with pride and satisfaction.

OBSTRUCTING THE PUBLIC BUSINESS. 

The protracted contest in the Lo ouse 
of Congress is at last bearing frujt. The 
Republicans have had a quorum for two 
days. They are ready to proceed with the 
case of Mackey vs. O'Connor if the Demo- 
crats will permit them to do 80. They ask 
no aid, direct or indirect, from the Demo- 
cratic party. They simply demand that the 
obstruction of public business snall cease. 
A very dangerous precedent is being estab- 
lished by the minority. If filibustering is to 
be resorted to in every contested-clection 
case, it will be impossible for the House to 
decide the elections, returns, and qualifica- 
tions of its own members as provided by 
the Constitution, It need surprise nobody, 
therefore, if a point of order shall be raised 
today by the Republicans to the effect that 
the constitutional rights of the House in this 
respect are superior to the rules, which al- 
low an indefinit number of dilatory motions. 
This program Was prematurély revealed by 
MeCoid, of Iowa, yesterday, but on consul- 
tation with the Speaker he abandoned it 
temporarily. The Republicans have almost 
fully resolved to adopt this course, and put 
it into execution today, or to amend the rules 
summarily, in a manner described in the dis- 
patches this morning. They intend, if possi- 
ble, to take the Democrats by surprise and 
force a speedy termination of the contest, 
All that is yet wanting is alittle backbone 
by Speaker Keifer in order that the plan may 
be carried out. 

Whether this course is purstied or not it is 
evident that the Democrats must succumb if 
the Republicans stand firm. Four Demo- 
erats yesterday broke away from caucus dic- 
tation. They were Phelps of Connecticut, 
Ben Wood of New York, Hardenbergh of 
New Jersey, and Morse of Massachusetts, 
The last-named not only voted to make a 
quorum, but voted with the Republicans. 
There are a number of other Democrats who 
are known to be disgusted with the conduct 
of their party associates. A prominent mem- 
ber, for example, says that it is merely an at- 
tempt to glorify Abe Hewitt and Sam Ran- 
dall, who sold out the Democratic party once 
and would do it again if they had the cance, 
All the Tammany Congressmen will proba- 
bly vote to make a quorum next 
week, if not sooner. Public indignation 
is rising high. against the factious 
minority. No newspaper in New York 
up to this time has justified the 
action of the Democrats. It cannot be justi- 
fied. Abe Hewitt is the only man of half- 
way decent character who defends it. His 
impartiality may be judged from the fact 
that he believed the Morey letter to be gen- 
uine, while he p nds to think the testi- 
mony in the Mackey-O’Connor tase is spu- 
rious. One experience ought to satisfy Abe 
Hewitt. Heis evidently not a good judge 
of the genuineness of documents. 

This contest cannot be prolonged without 
serious consequences. The fiscal year ex- 
pires June 30. The great appropriation bills 
—the Legislative, etc., the Sundry-Civil, the 
Pension, the Naval, and the Deficiency— 
have not yet been acted upon. Only the 
last-named has yet been reported to the 
House, though others are ready to be report- 
ed. All the time yet remaining before June 
30 might profitably be occupied in the dis- 
cussion of these bills. It they are not 


passed, the Government will be brought to a 


standstill. The laws are very stringent. 
The Executive officers Cannot anticipate ap- 
propriations or transfer funds from one ac- 
count to another. If the Democratic party 
shall cause any of the great appropriation 
bills to fail, it will be punished more severe- 
ly than it was for its action in the case of the 
Army bill in 1880, 
SHARPE VS. COMING. 

During a long political career Mr. Roscoe 
Conkling generally disdained to reply to per- 
sonal assaults madeuponhim. He took con- 
siderable credit to himself the other day for 
departing from his custom in replying to the 
charge of the Kingston Freeman that a ne- 
gotiation for a disgraceful bargain in his in- 
terest was pending at the time of his defeat 
for re@lection to the United States Senate. 
That might have passed perhaps, but Mr. 
Conkling went a step further and declared 
that he was “advised” to seek a reélection, 
that he was “urged” to go to Albany, etc., 
etc. He conveyed the impression clearly and 
strongly that the Stalwart leaders pressed 
him to become a candidate for reélection. 

One of the foremost of those Stalwart 
leaders was Mr. George H. Sharpe. It was 
represented at the time of the memorable 
struggle that at a conference of Stalwarts in 
New York City Mr. Sharpe made a speech 
earnestly urging Mr. Conkling to “go to 
Albany and seek a reslection.“ Late in the 
contest Mr. Sharpe deserted Mr. Conkling, 
but he never publicly denied that he had 
urged Mr. Conkling to become a candidate 
for re@lection. Now, however, he does deny 
it. He declares emphatically that he “ never 
made such a speech,” that the charge that he 
did “is a falsehood.” But he goes much 
further. He intimates very strongly that the 
late assertion of Mr. Conkling that he was 
advised to seek a reélection by Stalwart lead- 
ers is not true. In reply to the question, 
„Did you advise Mr. Conkling to go to Al- 
bany and seek a re@lection ?’”’ he says: 


Let Mr. Conkling give the names of the men 
who advised him to go to Albany. Ishould like 
to know their names. I don't know who they 
were, and yet I think I would have known if 
any one knew them. Let Mr. Conkling disclose 
the names of these mea, and ex pose them to the 
shame of having given nim such advice. Whom 
did he consult in Washingtov before resigning 
his place as United States Senator? Did he con- 
sult any of bis friends here or in this State? He 
never consulted them. He went back on them, 
and now seeks to put the biameof his defeat for 
reéiection on their shoulders. Yes, let us know 
who was responsible for that defeat. 


There is no dodging this language. It is 
as plain as a pikestaff. It raises a question 
of veracity between Mr. Conkling and Mr. 
Sharpe. It is a dental by Mr. Sharpe of the 
truth of an important statement in Mr. 
Conk linig’s late interview. 

Mr. Conkling lugs into his denial of con- 
nection with an alleged disgraceful bargain 
to secure a reélection the assertion that he 
did not become a candidate voluntarily; 
that he was urged to it by Stalwart leaders. 
This assertion was wholly gratuitous. It 
was not necessary as a reply to the Freeman 
article. It showed that Mr. Conkling desires 
to shift from his own shoulders to the shoul- 
ders of the Stalwart leaders the responsi- 
bility for his ignominious defeat. 

if it is true that Mr. Conkling desired to 
retire from public life after his resignation of 
the Senatorial office, and only became a can- 
didate for reélection at the urgent solicita- 
tion of Stalwart leaders, it is perfectly proper 
for him to say so, even at this late day, in or- 
der that the responsibility of a Waterloo de- 
feat shall rest just where it belongs. But if 
it is false, it is the meanest, most sneaking 
sort of falsehood. It has roused Mr. Sharpe 
and provoked hot resehtment. He says: 
“Let Mr. Conkling give the names of the 
men who advised himtogotoAlbany, . 
I don’t know who they were, and yet I think 
1 would have known if any one knew them.” 

This is a polite way of denying the truth of 
Mr. Conkling’s allegations. It is the tetort 
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would only echo him, before inaugurating 
his campaign for reélection. 

‘It may be said that what Mr. Conkling says 
is unimportant, since he is not in public life. 
But statements relating to a politica! episode 
so notorious as that which resulted in Mr. 
Conkling’s retirement are never unimpor- 
tant and never wholly devoid of interest. 
Besides, no week passes without a rumor 
that Mr. Conkling is about to be called to 
some high station in the Government. It is 
not desirable that he should be recalled to 
life under a false pretense—namely: the pre- 
tense that he resigned the Senatorial office in 
good faith and was thrust into the breach 
again by his friends. 

Mr. Ex-Speaker Sharpe breadly charges 
that Mr. Conkling grossly misrepresents the 
history of his canvass for reélection, It is in 
order for Mr. Conkling to reply to the charge, 
or stand convicted of the moral crime of false- 
hood by innuendo. 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE REFUNDING 
QUESTION. 

The statement is made that the Democrats 
propose to lay great stress upon the refund- 
ing question in the Congressional campaign 
this tall. Whether it is intended to urge public 
condemnation of the Republican party be- 
cause ex-President Hayes vetoed the Demo- 
cratic 3 per cent coercive measure, or because 
Congress has not yet passed, and ma} not 
pass, a measure for funding the 3 per cents 
subject to call at the option of the Govern- 
ment into 8 per cents running a fixed term, 
is not clear. But it is easy to show that, in 
either case, the Democrats will not be able 
to arouse any popular feeling on this subject, 
and that any agitation of the matter which 
they may inaugurate will be more likely to 
result to their discredit than to redound to 
their advantage. 

It may be admitted now that a 8 per cent 
loan could have been negotiated when the 
Democrats were urging the funding of the 6s 
and 5s into short bonds bearing that rate of 
interest, though the attempt would have 
been experimental and perhaps hazardous 
at that time. But the bill which the Demo- 
crats passed to provide for refunding at 3 
per cent also contained a section which 
would have compelled the National banks to 
subscribe for this particular class of bonds 
without regard to their own interests or ne- 
cessities. This provision contemplated an 
exercise of Government authority which was 
of doubtful constitutionality, and was cer- 
tainly unjust to the very verge ot despotism. 
The bill was opposed by the Republicans for 
this reason, and it was on this account that 
President Hayes vetoed it after it had been 
passed by Democratic votes. If the Demo- 
crats had been realiy as confident in the 
success of a 8 per cent loan as 
they pretended to be, and if they 
had had the public interests as much 
at heart as they would have the country 
believe, they would then have stricken out 
the coercive clause and sought to establish 
a 8 per cent loan upon its own merits. But 
the Democrats were not so much concerned 
about refunding as they were about their 
effort to punish the National banks because 
they suspected the banks of having assisted 
to elect Garfield President; and, when they 
failed to score the blow which had been 
aimed at the banks, they gave up the refund- 
ing measure in seeming indifference, and 
adjourned Congress without making any 
provision whatever for reducing the interest 
on the bonds bearing 5 and 6 per cent which 
were shortly to become subject to call, 

It remained for a new Republican Ad- 
ministration under Garfield and Windom to 
supply the omission of the Democratic Con- 
gress. The 6 per cent and 5 per cent bonds 
were called in, a large part thereof paid and 
canceled, and the remainder extended at 
the express solicitation of the holders at 34 
per cent interest, the Government retaining 
the right to call and pay them at any time 
and in any amount to suit its own con- 
venience. 

It is a matter of considerable doubt 
whether it would be wise to convert the ex- 
tended 3% per cents, now subject to call at 
any time, into 3 per cents which should run 
fora definit period. In other words, it is a 
question whether the Government option of 
payment is not worth more than the saving 
of one-half of 1 per cept a year in interest. 
But even if it be conceded that it would be 
better to surrender the option for the consid- 
eration of one-half of 1 per cent per annum, 
then itis the Democratic influence in Con- 
gress which prevents the consummation of 
the project. The Democrats of the present 
Congress have availed themselves of their 
strong minority to become! obstructionists. 
They block the progress of legislation at 
every step and hold it in check as long as 
they can. For ral days they have been 
filibustering in order to prevent even the con- 


would expose the frauds by which the 
Republicans§of the South are cheated 
of their rights.

A very interesting and important account 
of the process of manufacturing steel and mgot 
iron from phosphoric pig-iron was lately given 
by Messrs. S. G. Thomas and P. C. Gilchrist be- 
fore the Society of Arts, London. Nine-tenths 
of the iron ores of Europe are so phosphoric as 
to produce a pig-iron unfit for steel-making 
without a process of dephosphorization, but 
through the lime method steel can be made 
froma phosphoric pig of an actually purer 
nature than that obtained from hematite iron. 
The Bessemer basic process is peculiariy 
adapted to the manufacture of soft weldabie 
iron, having all of the characteristics of puddied 
iron, with considerably greater ‘oe 5 elas- 
ticity, and ductility.

Pants. May 13.—This evening's France devotes 
its front page to the report of a conversation 
between its correspondent, M. Charies Limousin, 
and Mr. Parnell at the House of Commons. 
French appears to have been spoken, and a 
transiation would not, therefore, render Mr. 
Parnell’s exact words; but the substance of 
what he said may be shortly. stated. ' He spoke 
of the Dublin atrocity as a great biow for Ire- 
land; but believed its consequences would be 
less terribié™than he had originally expected. 
He bad at first feared that in the large towns 
the Epelish would make a rush on the irish 
quarters, and that scuffies and bloodshed would 
ensue. Asked to whom he attributed the crime, 
he said the Fenians were accused of it, but he 
did not think the responsibility sbould be 
thrown on the whole order. It consisted of 
numerous branebes, possessiag great independ- 
ence. It was possible, and ne even leaned to the 
opinion, that one of those branches, composed 
of very extreme men, bad organized and carried 
out the assassination. He believed the Cabinet 
would persevere in its conciliatory views. In 
reply to a question whether it was true that 
when at Irisu meetings 

THE MURDER OF LANDLORDS 
was talked of he had confined himself to declar- 
ing it bad policy, but had never condemned the 
thing as abominable, Mr. Parnell said tbis was 
uutrue; for he bad alwayssaid this was criminal 
and bad. in order to satisfy the Conservatives 
the Government would be forced to propose a 
bill enlarging its powers and abolishi 
the guarantees of individual liberty which woul 
be acclamation; but be thought the

Cul- 
len, —— not only to acknowledge 
and mpense his many and remarkabie 
merits, but also to honor Ireland. and to give to 
her a new pledge of that love and paternal 
solicitude which Roman Pontiffs have always 
entertained for her. This love and this benevo- 
lence Ireland bas well deserved tor her much- 
tried constance and fortitude to the Catholic 
faith and for ber sincere attachment and devo- 
votion to the Roman Church and the Chair of 
St. Peter. We were giad to hear mentioned the 
names of the illustrious ones who have been the 
pride of your country and kept her faithful to 
the religion of her fathers. 

Ireland is at present surrounded by very 
grievous difficulties, and there is no lack of 
men who want to push ber through a way full of 
stumbling blocks and dangers. We do cot doubt 
in the least that a spirit of moderation and 
wisdom will prevail, and so Ireland will deserve 
more and more our affection and the affection 
of our successors. 

“Io such difficult moments Irish Bishops have 
not failed to show the Catholics a way to foliow; 
and for the houor and advantage of their cause 
they have not ceased to remind them that iove 
2 justice and the use of lawful means must 

ever be departed from in the right and lawful 
attempt to ameliorate the condition of the 
country. Their wise and moderate words 
have already produced wholesome effects 
in the minds of the Irish people. 
These effects will become perhaps more 
visible and copious the more the clergy show 
themselves ready and disposed to realize the 
provident intentions of their Bishops.“

Km, the elephant the New Jersey 
aborigines bunted fer, is the trump-card of 
Howe & Hemingway's Royal Vienna Menag- 
orie,“ a small show that bas been doing the inte- 
rior towns in this neighborhood for several 
weeks. King, the three dens of wild animais, 
and the waxworks belonging to the show were 
exhibitea at Mildred on Monday night, and after 
the exhibition King, offended no doubt by the 
smailness of the crowd that came to see dim. 
worked himself imto a frightful rage. After 
struggiing some time be broke his leg-chains 
and dashed himself against the side of the tent. 
The guy ropes snapped, and fore Howe, 
Hemingway, or their five assistants recovered 
from their astonishment at the beast’s remark- 
able behavior they were all enveloped by the 
falling canvas. Howe got out in time to see 
King lumber off down the turnpike at the rate 
of ten miles an bour, sbaking Gloucester Coun- 
ty at every step. The show people mounted 
horses and the chase began. Fifteen minutes later 
James R. Patterson and A. J. Maneely, who were 
riding in a spring wagon on the cross road lead- 
ing from Mildred to the turnpike, saw a monster 
animal bearing down upon them. Patterson’s 
horse saw the elepbant about the same time, 
and, wheeling quickly to the right, made a bee- 
line across the country. leaving the wagon and 
its ocoupants hanging on the first fence. This 
incident only drew a roar from King 
as he plowed along the muddy road 
and the terrorized travelers. 
After a six-mile run the bunters 
came up with the brute standing in front of a 
barnyard, inside of which a couple of dogs were 
making a frightful noise. Half an hour of lib- 
erty bad made the elepbant long for more, and 
when the pursuers approached he charged and 
put them to flight. Then turning his attention 
to the dogs he smasbed through the fence 
in pursuit of them. dogs escaped and 
King crossed the yard, smashed through 
another fence, tore over a garden, smashed 
another fence and was in the open fields, 
with all Glouchester County before him. In the 
meantime the owner of the dogs was aroused, 
and had soon mounted a borse and joined in the 
chase. Between land 2o'clock in the morning 
King was brought to bay in Turner's Swamp. 
The swamp covers hundteds of acres and is cut 
up by scores of creeks, the bottoms of which 
are so deep with mud that it is not safe for 
a horseman unfamiliar with the place to ride 
through them even in dayligbt. King could be 
heard smashing the underbrush and beilowing 
like mad in the centre of a small pine grove, 
The bunters held a council and decided not to 
go in after him until daylight. Fires were built 
andthe men waited. Shortly after daybreak 
the crowd was swelied by the arrival of scores 
of farmers from the neighboring country. At 
5 o'clock the man who was sent back to the 
tent for chains returned, and the show- 
men went into the grove after King, while 
the grangers waited anxiously for the result. 
The elephant was soon found, and bis rage bav- 
ing been worked off by bis race be was as meek 
as a lamb. It took some time to shackle bim, 
and as be roared and groaned fearfully the 
natives on the outskirts supposed re ws a 
desperate battie going on in the grove.

TRICHINZ IN OUR PORK. 


Investigation and Discussion by French 
Scientists. 

New Ton., May 16.—To the Editor of the New 
York Tribune: On Feb. 18, 1881, the French Gov- 
ernment by a decree absolutely prohibited the 
introduction of American pork into that 
country, and it appears that the recent 
decision to abandon this restrictive 
measure was not taken without a thorough ais- 
cussion of the whole question of trichine in pork 
meat by their best scientific experts, including 
the membersof the Academy of Medicine at 
Paris. Itis stated that the port of Havre re- 
ceives three-quarters of the total of all Ameri- 
can pork imported into France, and it 
was suggested that in consequence Havre 
would be the proper place to organize 
some system of permanent inspection, and some 
time ago M. Tirard, the Minister of Agriculture, 
reported to the President of the French Kepub- 
lic that be would advise the withdrawal of the 
probibitory decree if sucha system of perfect 
surveillance could be established. The French 
Academy of Medicine have devoted much atten- 
tion to the matter from this point of view, and it 
may be convenient to state in some detail what 
was said by these French savanson this ques- 
tion, as the original report of the proceedings is 
probably beyond the reach of many engaged in 
thie trade:

Arrest of Hall, One of the Newark, N. 
J., Crooks Charged with Bobbing 
That city. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Out., May 25.—Some six months ago 
defaications were discovered iu the department 
of the City Treasurer in Newark, N. J., reaching 
to the extent of about $7 0,000. The upshot of 
the discoveries was the prosecution of several 
city officials, one of whom was convicted and 
sentenced to twenty years in State's prison. 

Among those employed by the corporation was 

William A. Hall, whose position was that of As- 

sistant-Auditor. About the time of the pro- 

ceedings against the plunderers of the public 
chest Hall disappeared under circumstances 
which appeared to leave no doubt as to 
bis complietty in the thieving which had 
come to light. For some months no trace could 
be had of the fugitive, though it was surmised 
that he bad made his way across the lines. The 
officers of justice, however, worked steadily at 


the case, anda clew was finally obtained to his 
whereabouts, but before his arrest could be ef- 
fected he made himself scarce. Subsequently 
he was heard of at Prescott, where it appears 
be was residing in great style, syorting a team 


of fast horses, and otherwise making himeecif 


out to be a manof wealth. From the latter 
town de also got away, and managed 
for about four months to elude the vigilance of 
the detectives. At last he came to Torunto, and 
here he was once more spotted, this time with 
the result that he feil into the hands of the po- 
lice. Detective Reid effected his arrest this 
morning at the Mariborough House, at which he 
bas been a guest for two weeks, living quietiy 
but well, and always being in the posseasion of 
a big roll of baak bills. He took his arrest cool- 
ly enough, making no statement to the officers, 
but yet evidentiy suffering a littie trepi- 
dation. The charge formally preferred against 
bim is that of forging a check on the State Na- 
tional Bank of New Jersey for $35,000. The 
news of Hali’s arrest was promptly telegraphed, 
and in the course of a day or two he will be ar- 
raigned pending his requisition to the United 
States authorities. 


The Leader of the Opposition Issues a 
Manifesto to His Constituents. 
Seeta Duwpatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, May 26.—The Hon. Mr. Blake, leader 

of the Opposition, has published an address to 
the electors of West Durham. It is an able, 
vigorous, and carefully-prepared document. 
It is mainly critical, dealing with the record of 
the present Government. The Redistribution 
bill isscathingly denounced. Their Pacific Rail- 
way policy is similarly treated, the great point 
made being that Government and Parliament 
deciined to give the people an opportunity of 
expressing an opinion on the bargain made with 
the syndicate. Regarding the tariff he says: 
“Our adversaries wish to present to you an 
issue as between the present tariff and a lute 
free trade. That is not the true issue. Free 
trade is. as I have repeatediy explained, for us 
impossibie; and the issue is whether the present 
turiff is perfect or defective and unjust. I believe 
it to be in some important respecis defective and 
unjust. We expressed our views last session in 
four motions, which deciare that articies of 
such prime necessity as fuel and breadstuffs 
should be free; that the sugar duties should be 
so adjusted as to relieve the consumer from 
some part ot the enormous extra price he is now 
liable to pay to a few refiners; that the ex- 
orbitant and unequal duties on the lower grades 
of cuttons and woolens should be so Changed as 
to make them fairer to the masses, who now 
pay on the cheapest goods taxes about twice as 
great in proportion as those which the rich pay 
on the finest goods; and that the duties on such 
an article as iron, which is ig universal use, 
should be reduced, 60 8 to enable the home 
maoufacturer, to Whom it le a raw material, to 
produce cheaper goods for the benefit of his 
home consumer and the encouragement of his 
foreign trade.” '

Ortawa, Out., May 25.—The first annual meet- 
img of the Royal Society of Canada was favora- 
bly opened this afternoon by his Excellency 
the Governor-General, the founder and vatrou 
of the society.

JEB STUART'S LAST FIGHT. 


How the Dashing Trooper Met His 
Death from Sheridan’s Men at Yellow 
Tavern. 

J. Ksten Cooke in Philadelphia Times. 

The battle bad evidently reached the turning 
point, and Stuart saw the desperate character of 
his situation. It was difficult to use his artillery 
in such a wélée of friend and foe, and his left 
wing was soon in utter disorder. Tne Federal 
attack had at last succeeded in breaking it to 
pieces: the men were scattering in every direc- 
tion, and seeing Maj. Breathed near him, Stuart 


shouted: 

* Breathed! take command of all the mounted 
men in the road and bold it against whatever 
comes. If this road is lost we are gone! 

Such an order was precisely suited to the 
tastes of a man like Breathed. I was intimately 
acquainted with him, and never knewa human 
being who took such sincere delight in desper- 
ate fighting. At Stuart’s order Breathed saluted, 
and shouting to the men to follow him, charged 
the Federal column, apparently careless whether 
he wasfvoliowed or not. He was imm ediately 
surrounded, and a hot sabre fight took place be- 
tween himself and his swarm of enemies. A sa- 
bre biow nearly cut him out of the saddie, and 
he received a pistol shot io his side, but be cut 
down one Federai officer, killed another with 
bis revolver, and made his way o bis face 
streaming with biocod. At this mougent the ar- 
tillery opened, but a determined charge was 
mace ou the guns, and all the pieces were cap- 
tured but one. The driver of this piece lashed 
bis horses and rushed the gun off toward the 
Chickahominy, followed by the cannoneers, 
cursing and shouting: “For God's sake, boys, 
let's wo buck; they ve got Breathed! It would 
have been better for the gun to have been cap- 
tured. As it was whirling along at wiid speed it 
broke through the cavalry, throwing them into 
disorder, and before the line was reformed the 
enemy struck it and the battle was ended. Both 
the Southern wings were driven, and there was 
no hope of continuing the contest. Stuart was 
nearly in despair, and was seen galloping about, 
shouting and waving his sabre in a desperate 
attempt to rally his men, but it was impossibie. 
The leid was ascene of the wildest disorder. 
Federuis and Confederates were darting tn every 
direction, and one of tho former as he darted by

The weather at last is propitious. A bright 
sky and warmer air for the first time rendered 
it uonecessary to keep up any further illusion 
that this was a festival in May. Even one of 
those street gamins, the sparrow. evaded the 
doorkeepers and stole inte the building, and 
from his lofty perch chirped away all the after- 
neon, quite regardiess ot tune or time, and only 
bent upon doing his part in celebrating the fes- 
tival. 

The crowd at the matinée was not so large as 
itsbould have been, considering that the pro- 
gram was made up of popular music, from 
which we are probably to infer that Chicago 
prefers the classical. Still, the house contained 
a large audience and a delighted one, for 
it had all the old favorites, which bave 
become as household words through 
their iteration in past seasons of 
Mr. Thomas’ orchestra, only they came out in 
new vesture and color by reason of the aug- 
mented force of the orchestra. By which we 
would not indicate that two such numbers as 
the Bach-Gounod “ Ave Maria” and the Bach 
aria, for instance; which Mr. Thomas bas ar- 
ranged so beautifully for the strings and reeds, 
gained in power. It is not so much that the 
eighty strings are proportionately more power- 
ful, but that the quality, by increase of number, 
gains in roundness, richness, completeness. and 
refinement of tone. The body of tone from the 
strings in the Bach aria, or the same in the Ave 
Maria,“ with the harp tones thrilling and throb- 
bing through it, was something to remember 
dont after this festival as near approach to 
the very essence of music, with all its 
subduing influences. It is hard to write of 
it without rhapsodizing. There came the same 
exquisit tone, only deeper and yet more saiis- 
fying, in the andante ot the Tell overture from 
the cellos. In the brillant “ Invitation to the 
Dance,” that most poetical of ail illustrations of 
the rhythm of the waitz, the same tone gained 
color uf a brighter kind and an alluring fascina- 
ion, and in the Tannhfuser overture the whirr 
of the strings was full of the magic of the 
Venusburg. Ia this number and in the Preludes 
now gioriously the brasses chanted the song of 
the pilgrims in the one case and delivered the 
mighty, ponderous theme indicating the warn- 
ing of the storm that sooner or later disturbs 
the happiness of life on the other! It was a 
most delightful afternoon of instrumental 
music, and the vocal parts of the 
program were in keeping. Mrs. Osgdod 
sang an aria from the “Reine de Saba” 
with much dramatic force and expression, and 
was enthusiastically recailed. In its preter- 
ences the audience was quite impartial, as it re- 
called all the artists—Mr. Remmertz for his ele- 
gant singing of tlie little Schubert song. Am 
Meer,“ Mr. Henschel for “The Two Grena- 
diers,”” that most uograteful concert number, 
which he sang with great spirit, and Miss Wi- 
nant, who sang the aria, 0 Fatima,” from 
Weber's “Abu Hassan, and the familiar Che 
faro senza” from Giuck’s “Orpheus,” which 
Miss Cary was to have sung had sue been well. 
The only exception was in Campanini’s case. 
His number was the aria, “O tu che in seno,“ 
from La Forza dei Destino,”’ one of the best in 
hie repertory, and he sung it so superbiy as to 
sec ure five recaiis and a persisten! demand toe 
an eveore. The rules. however, were rigidiy ad- 
hbered to, and the audience bad to be satisued 
with the echoes of their owa applause. Cam- 
panini bas never been in such good voice in this 
city as DOW. 

THE EVENING CONCERT. 

An immense audience, probably between six 
and seven thousand persons, was in atteodance 
at the eveumg Concert, though the program wus 
the neaviest of the series, being mostiy Beetho- 
ven and Bach, the former represented by the 
colossal Ninth Symphouy, and the latter by the 
cantata, Festo Ascensionis Curisti,” with the 
introduction to the third act of Uberubini's 
* Medea.” for orebestra and the ocean scene 
from Oberon sunewicbed between. The 
chorus was disposed in diiferent order for this 
concert, the tenors ud basses being placed in 
the centre, so as to bring the sopranos further 
forward fur tae Ninth Symphony work. The 
Bach cantata is Drief, baving but ive numbers, 
toree of them choral, ad a tenor aud buss solo, 
but it was as a Whole tne best performed work 
of the festival thus far, and we venture to say 
will be the best of all. After the Andante 
Cantabile introduction, which was piayed very 
smoothiy by n chorus took 
the Ursi fagal number, Who believeth,” in a 
very clear and .expreasive Mauner, and with 
good tone in ail the parts, the male choir com- 
ing out with more toun its customary prom- 
inence in ite new position. Ine andante aria, 
„Ot love, faith isthe piedg® and token,” was 
sung by Mr. Cundidus in artistic style, notwith- 
standing its diificuities and severe demands upon 
the voice, and his legitimate and finished ehort 
was greeted with bearty applause. The third 
number, the chorale for sopranos and aitos, was 
the gem of the work. It was superbly done, and 
the long run at the close went like clock-Work. 
The quality of tone was delightful, and the ac- 
curacy with which the two parts moved to- 
gether, especially in the runs, was remarkabie. 
it bud bardiy ended belore the male chorus 
greeted tneir associates with rousing applause. 
Ine iafection spread to the audience and round 
upon round of applause followed, continued 
for several minutes, and growing in volume 
and enthusiasm until Mr. Thomas at last 
gave the signal and the ladies rose. They had 
the only encore allowed in the festivai, and 
richiy they earned it. The chorale was repeated 
in the same excelient Manner, and even with 
more spirit under the excitewent of the ooca- 
sion, and again round upon round of applause 
tollowed, amid which were heard cries ior Mr. 
Tomiins. These soon spread all through the 
chorus and aiso in the audience. Mr. Thomas 
waitea for some time, but as Mr. Tomlins, with 
bis customary modesty, failed to put in an ap- 
pearance, the next number was taken up, the 
recitative and aria, “ Torvugnd faith the soul nas 
eagie’s pinions,“ sung by Mr. Henschel with the 
intelligence and skiii and knowledge of Bach's 
style that might be expected of such an excel- 
lentand scholarly artist. The beautiful and 
smoothiy-tlowing harmony of the final choraie, 
“Ob! give me faith,“ Was sung unaccompanied 
and with majestic effect. In every respect the 
cantata was the best piece of work the chorus 
has done, and its production reflects great 
credit upon Mr. Tomiins. 

The two smaller numberg of the program 
were the Medea intruducuon, which was 
very expressively played, though the soft pas- 
sages lust their effect by the nuires outside tue 
building, and the great dramatic scene from 
“Oberon,” “Ocean, thou mighty monster.“ 
which was last sung in this city dy Parepa. 
Mme. Materva delivered the grand apostrophe 
with great power. and its dramatic quality was 
vigorously bruught out, especially in the tinaie, 
where the exciumations of joy were delivered 
with thrilling effect. At its close the artist was 
severai times recailed. 

The Ninth Sympbouy of Beethoven ciosed the 
concert, It is hardly necessary to speak of the 
orchestral performance of it, for with this in- 
comparabie band it was to be expected that 
they would give a finished reading of it, 
but if any one part excelled anower it was the 
treatmeat of the two beautiful themes in the 
adagiw. The plays of the entire movement 
was as near perfect as it will ever be heard. The 
choral part was a severe task for a new chorus 
in ite Arat festival. To say that it was not aa 
ideai performance of it is not dealing harshiy 
with the chorus, for it is a number that taxes 
veterans. It is more pleasant to credit we sing- 
ers with a performance of it that was beyond we 
geoeral ex beotatton, considering it was the first 
time and the comparatively brief time that has 
been given to ite study. If the chorus had sung 
it as woll as they have their other numbers, it 
would bave been a miracie. That they sung it 
as well as they did is to their credit. ir work 
was received with many expressions of delight 
by the audience, whe in their sympathy with the 
singers did not care to look beyond the general 
effect of the great volume of sound.

ANOTHER CARRIER CAUGHT STEA LING, 

For several weeks past the Post -Office officers 
ba ve received a great many complaints from 
the Stock-Yards district of the joss of letters 
containing money and other valuables. The 
matter had become very exasperating, and, 
despite the efforts of the Postmaster and In- 
spectors, some time elapsed before the officers 
were enabled even to make a shrewd guess as to 
who the culprit was. About a week ago, how- 
ever, Inspector Jamos E. Stewart had his atten- 
tion attracted to the peculiar fact that on the 
route carried by Owen Sweeney. ot the branch 
Post-Office at. the Yards, there seemed 
to de a falling of in the number 
of letters delivered and collected. 
A close watch was at once instituted upon the 
suspected garrier. Several decoy letters were 
fixed up otrap him, and Wednesday evening 
last the arrest of Sweeney was made, followed 
by a written confession of his guilt. Inspectors 
Stewart and King went out to the Stock- Yards, 
and at 6 o'ciock called at the home of Sweeney 
near the corner of Thirty-fourth and Laurel 
streets, where they found two of the decoy let- 
ters hidden under a tabie-cloth, which of course 
established his guilt. During the t, and un- 
til 2 o'clock Thursday moraing, inspectors 
la with Sweeney, endeavuring to induce 
him to make a ciean breast of whole mat- 
ter, and at that bour be was brought to the Gov- 
ernment Buiidmg, where be signed à writ- 
ten confession — bey that e 
had stolen letters and sage ry money and 
other valuable inclosures. e cialined that the 
particular letters for stealing which be was ar- 
rested were the first that be bad tampered with, 
but this story is looked upon as transpaereat. 

A contession was aiso obtained from bis wife 
to the effect that when Sweeney saw the luspect- 
ors coming toward bis house Wednesday even- 
ing be threw a large package of letters into the 
stove, which were burned up. disposition 
of bis case illustrates the rapidity with which 
this kiod of criminal prosecutions can be car- 
ried forward. After procuring bis confession 
at 2:30 a. m. yesterday, be was formally arrested 
on a warrant. At 9 o'clock Commissioner 
Hoyne heard the evidence and heid bim 
to the United States grand jury, now 
in session, tixing his bail at 62.500. At 10 o'clock 
the grand jury promptly indicted the cpiprit, 
and during the day he remained in the Marshal's 
otlice waiting boudsmen. 

Sweeney bas been upon the force about a year 
and a half, coming on as a substitute. He has 
served as a carrier at the main Office, at the 
South Side branch, and for a short time on the 
West Side. He is a brother of Ald. Sweeney, of 
the Seventeenth Ward, and has a wife and four 
children. He claims that bis salary was tov 
small to support his family decently, and that 
he was, therefore, impelied to rob the mail in- 
trusted to nis charge. The case against him is a 
very clear one, and it remains to be seen 
whetber through political intiuence he will es- 
cape merited punishment, as has been the case 
with so many piifering carriers and post-office 
clerks within the past three years. 

A FRIGHTFUL FALL. 

ONE MAN KILLED AND FOUR OTHERS SERI- 
OUSLY INJURED BY TUMBLING TIMBERS. 
Early yesterday morning a force of laborers 

who were engaged in raising the roof of a sec- 
tion of shed at Hedstrom’s coai-yard, corner of 
Erie and Roberts streets, met with a frightful 
accident by the falling of some beavy timbers, 
which caused the instantaneous death 
of one of the men and injured four 
of the others, two of them very seriously, it 
being probable that one, if not both, will die 
from the shock. Only one man out of the lot 
excaped unhurt,gor there were only six in the 
gang. Apparentiy, the accident was the result 
of the careiesness of the men, for they 
were injured not by the succumbing of an inse- 
cure scaffolding, but by the falling of a heavy 
beam which they were endeavoring to place in 
position on two upright posts. Three of the 
men were standing on a piece of timber near 
one of the posts, and the other three oceupied a 
similar position near the other post, being 
about twelve teet distant from the 
first. The beam which ther were  try- 
ing to place in position, was being hauled up 
by means of ropes, and just after it had been 
swung a little above the posts, sowe of the men 
made a miscalculation in attempting to swing it 
into a proper posidion lost their grip, and then 
down came the heavy beam. It stryck other 
timbers in ite ‘deacent, breaking them and 
bringing the débris down with the men who had 
either lost their balance or been thrown from 
their feet by the general break-up. They were 
precipitated a distance of about twenty feet, 
some ot them falling ona pile of coal, and the 
others landing on hard planks, from which the 
coal had been cleared. 

F. S. Anderson was 

KILLED OUTRIGHT, 

one of the pieces of timber striking him on the 

bead and fracturing his skull in a borribie man- 

ner. The blood which flowed from his crushed 
head turned about a peck of coal to crimson. 

Anderson breathed only about tea minutes after 

the accident. His body was removed to the 

morgue, and an inquest will be heldin the case 

one week from tomorrow. Deceased was 40 

years old, and lived at 175 North Curtis street. 

He was married, and leaves a widow and two 

children in poor circumstances. 

John Siverson, 45 years old, was severely 
injured internaily and about the spine. He 
was removed to his bome, at No. 370 West In- 
diana street. His condition is critical. He is a 
married man with several children. 

Fred Helm, a young man of 30 years, was also 
severely injured internally. Dr. Cunningham, 
who was hastily summoned to the scene of the 
accident, stated that Heim's injuries seemed to 
be confined to the abdomen and lower extremi- 
ties, and that he might recover. Later in the 
day, however, the report came from the County 
Hospital, to which place Helm bad finally been 
removed, that be was very iow and likely to die. 

John Olsen, 63 years old, married, and living 
at No. 81% West Indiana street, had one of bis 
shoulders disiocated, and was otherwise badly 
bruised. He was taken home. 

Peter Skow was pretty badiy bruised, but was 
able to walk home atone. 

The foreman of the gang at the time of the 
accident was engagei at another part of the 
shed. He claimed that the men had worked 
earelesiy, and that if they had taken the cus- 
et preeaution no accident would have oc- 
ourr

BIG MONEY IN CALI-BOARD SEATS—THE 
APRIL SETTLING PRICE-A DROP IN THE 
MARKET—A NEW INDUSTRY, 

The annual sale of Call-Board seats took 
piace yesterday afternoon.

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THE AUNT’S BLUNDER. 
EXPLANATION OF THE MYSTERY OF THE 
ABANDONED BABY. 

The Cole-Watsworth mystery is a mystery no 
longer. Readers of Tne TRIBUNE will remem- 
ber the curious circumstances of the case as its 
details came from the police—the arrest of the 
alleged Mr. Cole and the alleged Miss Watsworth 
at the Wabash Depot the other night for the 
alleged abandonment of a baby, the subsequent 
failure of the police to prosecute, and the con- 
sequent dismissal of the case. Mr. C. M. Hardy, 
the attorney for the young people in question, 
unraveled the mystery to a TRIBUNE reporter 
yesterday in the following explanation, being 
careful, however, to t the real names, out of 
regard for the future of the young woman in 
the case, who, though sinned against as well as 
sinning, is now in a position to retrieve her mis- 
step and preserve ber good name: 

“There was uo attempted desertion of the 
child,” said Mr. Hardy, nor was the young man 
its father. The facts are briefly these: The 
young woman, who lives in the South, had been 
seduced under promise of marriage. When she 
round out her condiuion she came to Chicago to 
hide her shame, going to the house of a pear 
reiative—ber aunt—where she was subsequently 
delivered. This young man, who went with her 
to the depot that morning to take der dome, is 
ber cousin. Shortly after the giri's arrival bere, 
and after the birth of ber child, be went South 
to the girl's home, saw the father of the child, 
and got his written promise to marry the giri. 
The time was Uually uzed for the Bist of May 
and the girl was on ber way home, accompanied 
by ber cousin, to be married. The promise 
to marry was obtained on condition tat the 
child should not be produced dowa there uatil 
a suitable time bud elapsed after the marraige 
ceremony. in the meantime it was to be leit 
here with the aunt. The young mother and the 
young man, ber cousin, bad no more idea of 
abandoning the chiid than you have of jump- 
ing out of the window. But the aunt seems to 
have conceived the idea that leaving it in the 
depot water-ciloset would be a good way to get 
it into the Foundimg's Home, and, if it was 
picked up in the depot and sent there, the fact 
would be sure to get into the newspapers, along 
with the name which would be given the child at 
the hoagie. In this way the child would be 
eared tor at the home, the aunt would be 
relieved of looking after it, and the mother, 
Knowing the aame by which it would have been 
desiguated, could have claimed it at the proper 
time. The fact that there was no intentional 
abandonment of the child is clear from the 
young woman's admission to the police that she 
was its mother, when, if she bad realiy desired 
to abandon it, she could just as well have de- 
nied it. Of course, the young man and woman 
didn’t give their real names, and I am glad they 
didn't. If they bad, the news would have 
reached the young woman's home in the South 
ia advance of her, and the marriage might ha” e 
been broken off.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE CHICAGO SOCIETY

A CLOSE CALL. 
NARROW ESCAPE AT A DANGEROUS CROSS- 
ING. i 


A serious accident, which might have resulted 
in the death of four persons at least, occurred 
last evening at the Twelfth street crossing of the 
Rock Island Railroad. This crossing, by the way, 
is one of the most dangerous on the line of that 
road in the city, and is one that is the least pro- 
tected. A viaduct is greatly needed, and until 
that is built the crossing should be protected by 
gates, the same as most of the other streets on 
that line are.

SUBURBAN, 
OAKLAND. 

There has never been a saloon in Oakland 
until the present time, and it has been a matter 
of self-congratulation and pride to the residents 
of the district.

Western Union Leading. 


A Slight Rally at the Close—Gold 
Exports Lighter Again 


The @reduce Markets More Active and Generally 
Lower—Corn and Oats Quite

FINANCIAL. 

Stocks were more active, and, as hag of late 
usually been the case with an active market, 
were lower. Western Union was freely deait in 
at declining prices. The cause of its new move- 
ment was not generally understood. It was ex- 
plained on the street as the result of a bear 
raid. Outsiders cannot hope to understand the 
intricacies of the various new alliances that 
Western Union is forming with the cable com- 
panies and in various directions. But the past 
record of the financial adventurer who is now 
supreme in the Western Union Company is al- 
most a guarantee that he will load it down tothe 
guards with leases, contracts, and obligations 
that will enable bim to market at a profit of 
millions all kinds of construction stock and vari- 
ous forms of Stock Exchange chromos. A hint of 
this was given in the statement the other day that 
the Brazilian cable was to cost $3,000,000, and 
was to be leased to the Western Union upon its 
guaranteeing 5 per cent on $6,000,000, or double 
the cost. This special item may not have been 
correct, but the method it suggests is the one 
that has been followed in the finanmering of 
Erie au Wabash and Missouri Pacific, and will no 
doubt be again exemplified in the case of West- 
ern Union if t remains in its present hands. Ali 
these considerations affect ultimate values, but 
may have nothing whatever to do with deter- 
mining the quotations of today, next week, or 
next mouth. 

New York Central, Lake Shore, and Michigan 
Central yielded noticeably, as did the coal 
stocks. The raily at the close barely brought 
the market back to its starting point. 

Special shipments were but $74,000. Half a 
million pounds of Belmonts, Drexel's, and 
Kidder’s loan bills were sold except about 
£40,000. Sterling in New York was quiet and 


steady. 


A Philadelphia dispatch says it is an open 
secret there that the ironmongers are engineer- 
ing the strikes in order to advance the prices of 
iron by compelling purchases by those interests 
which have lately bought only trom hand to 
mouth. : 

A special dispatch from Columbus, O., re- 
ports indications of serious labor troubles in 
the Oumberiand coal districts tomorrow. A 
conflict between the strikers in the mines and 
the new workmen is very probable. Three 
hundred Constables have been sworn in to pro- 
tect the peace. A Pittsburg dispatch says there 
are no indications that ironmasters will yield 
to the demands of the workmen, but al! is quiet 
and no outbreak is expected. 

David Dows & Co. are quoted in New York as 
saying that the reported damage to the Western 
crops by frost and rain had been greatly exag- 
gerated. Mr. Gurney also said the crops in 
Minnesota were in better condition than had 
been represented. 

Mr. Gould denies the report that pe has pro- 
jected a trip to Burupe. it was announced at the 
the Windsor that the Western coal trade had ad- 
vanced prices, to take effect June 1, and | it 
was reported the Eastern agents would 
probably make a similar advance shortly.

A FORGED WILL. 


A Genuine Sensation at Atianta, Ga., 
Over the Discovery of a Forged Will 
Purporting to Have Been Made by a 
Wealthy Man, Now Dead. 

Specie. Viepatcn to The Chicago Tribune. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 25.—A sensation of incon- 
siderabie magnitude was created bere today by 
the Sheriff being authorized to arrest Charles B. 
Blacker, Benjamin F. Thigpen, Fred Cum- 
mings, and John B. Scarrett upon indictments 
by the grand jurv of Fulton County charging 
them with forgery. These parties are charged 
with having forged the will of John B. Broad, a 
wealthy citizen of Atlanta, who died here May 
last. The facts in relation to the cause of their 
arrest appear to be that wheng Broad died be 
left no will among bis effects, and it was sup- 
posed he had passed away without 
writing one. Three months after 
his death Fred Cummings received 
an anonymous letter through the mail to the 
effect that, if he wonld deposit $500 with James, 
the banker, Broad’s will would be produced 
ready for probate, provided no questions were 
to be asked as to where the will came from. 
Cum mings, owing to his daily associations with 
the deceased, was believed to be Broad's heir, 
and, upon receiving the letter, answered through 
the city press as requested in the letter, accept- 
ing the offer. When the will was offered for 
probate an objection was raised as to 
its genuineness by John L. Conley, ad- 
ministrator, who had been appointed 
soon after the death of Broad, and when the 
opinion was general that no will had been left. 
The will was probated, bowever, after thorough 
investigation, lasting several days. Since then 
the administrator has not been idle, and, im- 
bued with the belief that the will was a forgery, 
continued to gather evidence to substantiate 
bis belief. Having succecded in getting a suffi- 
ciency, as he thought, he caused the whole mat- 
ter to be placed before the grand jury, and bad 
the parties indicted. Monday, upon beartng 
that he been indicted, 
one of the accused, who by the way 
is a habitual morphine-devourer, took 
twenty graius of morphine with the 8 of 
committing suicide.

The 
$500 was never — by Cummings 
or demanded 3 parties who 
furnished the will. will diverted all of the 
property from Broad's legal heirs, who do not 
live here, to Cumw ings and his family, amount- 
ing to about 840,000

The Saddening Sights of Insane-Day 
in the County Court. 


An Unesually Large Array of Unfortanates—Their 
Maladies and the Causes Thereof. 


Insanity in Cook County appeors to be on the 
increase. There were no iess than eighteen 
names yesterday upon the insane docket, which 


Judge Loomis takes up every Thursday morn- 


ing in the branch court-room on tne North Side. 
Owing to a lack of evidence in some of the 
cases, and to a lack of time for hearing the evi- 
dence, five of the cases were coutinued until 
next week. 

The first one called was that of George Smith, 
a one-legged and sadly pock-marked youth, 
whose parents live at No. 14 Pierce street. He 
lost his leg by an accident on the railway, and 
bis insanity is supposed to have resulted par- 
tially from the shock and partially from epi- 
lepsy, to which he bas been subject ever since 
the — His mission on earth, he believed, 
was 


KILL HIS MOTHER, 

and he has at various times made the attempt 
with a crutch, a knife, or any other weapon that 
came handy. He was dangerous, because’ he 
frequently chased the children on the street in 
the neighborhood in which he lived. Recently, 
too, be had attempted to take bis own life by

James Faivey, — of age, a found 

loyé living at No. 14 Milton avenue, was Tound 
nsane, and a pauper.

Dr. Bluthardt thougebt the afflic- 
tion in this Case was hereditary. Fahey bas an 
exceedingly short memory, ang is sorely afraid 
that some one is continually ar aim for the 
purpose of doing him injury.

‘lightened into spaams,and has done no work 
fur two years, owing to the fact that every time 
he left the house he was seied with ungontrol- 
lable fear, which left him so weak aud Piaust- 
ecu that he would have to be carried back. 


HEARD STRANGE VOICES, 


William Harvey, a colored man, 4 years of 
ave, was brought to the jail as suffering from 
delirium tremens, but it proved to be insanity 
that nailed him. He is continually hearing strange 
voices in the night, and is driven frantic at times 
by the hallucination that an employé of a Clark 
street gaming-house, bryant by name, is after 
him for the purpose of taking his life. He was 
found insane and not a pauper, as his wife, who 
lives at No. 1% Sherman street, is able and will- 
ing to pay for his care, 

irs. Paulina Harrington, of No. 8 West Erie 
street, did her best to convince the jury that the 
strange voices she beard and the atrange sights 
she saw were absolute realities. Her husband 
said her condition was brought about by female 
troubles and the excessive use of morphine. 
She also drank considerably, but never enough at 
a time to produce intoxication. She had upon sev- 
eral occasions threatened to kill him, and once 
sad she was going to dig duwn into the ground 
and there find some little worms, from which 
she would get some poison which the doctors 
did not kuowof. Her bead gave her a great 
deal ot trouble. She slept for long stretches at 
atime, and nearly always awoke to find some 
one pursuing her. The poor woman was com- 
pelled to admit that she fe had suffered untold 
agonies. The jury found ber insane and nota 
pauper. 

Frederick Deiner was arraigned at the in- 
stance of bis brother, William Deiner, of No. 
21 Archer avenue. He is 2% years of age, and 
only one and one-balf years in the country from 
Germany, Where be has a younger brother in an 
insane asylum. Some ten years ago he received 
a sunstroke, and, as he was slightly deranged for 
a time thereafter, and again some three years 
later, his insanity is supposed to result there- 
from. He was found insave and not a pauper. 


SLIGHTLY DISFIGURED. 


Antoinette Chapin, a dilapidated female with 
bedraggied skirts and clothing, was rescued from 
a parce! of mischievous children near the corner 
of Thirty-sixth street and Calumet avenue. The 
laay who found her rearranged her attire and 
turned her over toa policeman. She is unable 
to suy where she belougs, sometimes giving one 
number and sometimes another, but from her 
acquaintance witb the streets and lovalities, she 
is supposed to have lived bere for some years. 
She is sadly afflicted every day with epilepsy, of 
which dread disease she says her grandmother 
died. Sue claims to be 5l years of age, but she 
does not look it, and says ber birthplace was 
Troy, N. ¥. A juror elicited the fact that her 
husband's name was Henry W. Chapin, but a 
few subsequent questions developed that that 
was the name not only of her busband, but of 
ber father and brother. When asked where she 
last lived—who her busband was—she said he 
edited a low paper, published somewhere in this 
city. Sbe is evidently some poor outcast sport- 
ing woman, and was found insane and a pauper. 

The case against William Edgar was not very 
clear, and it was continued at the request of 
Jobn W. Sweeney, of the Town of Lake police, 
who thinks he can find evidence enough to con- 

vict. He isof aquarrelsome nature, and has 
heen arrested several times—in fact, was heid 
over by Justice Thomas ona charge of assauit, 
for the express pur pose of baving him tried tor 
insanity. His wife explained that he fell down- 
stairs about two years ago, and was so severely 
injured that he was laid up at home for 
three months. He became welancholy, 
and the death of a tavorit child just 
at this juncture seemed to upset him complete- 
ly. He bas strange ballucinauons as to his own 
ability, and was eaten u ne pene jealousy of his 
wife. Edgur answered questions fairly well 
until

were broached, when bis mental capsize was 
plainly apparent. He had more compunctions 
about such matters than the jury or any one 
else present, and when esked if he thought be 
was insane, loudly deciared that he was disin- 
clined to retlect upon the senses God bad given 
him. However, as he bad always worked for 
bis family up to the time of bis arfest, and was 
of the opinion that he could return to his work 
and behave himself, the jury were in favor of 
giving bim a chance. His friends, bowever, 
consider bim dangerously insane, and therefore 
mace application for u continuance. 

William Anderson, a Swede ouly four months 
in the country, came into court laughing. He 
had been there once before, but bad been dis- 
charged. His appearance, bis wild, weird laugh, 
and his answers to questions conveyed the idea 
that he was a natural-burn humorist instead of 
a fool.

“THE OUTER HARBOR. — 
The United States Engineers and 
the Ilinois Central 
Railroad. 


The Latter Explain Why They Want 
to Fill Out into the 
Lake. 
Necessity for More Tracks, Switches, Wharves, 
Eic., to Meet the Demands of ~ 
Commerce. 


The Vessel-Owners for and the Michigan 
Avenue Property-Owners Against the 
Proposed Move. 


The commission appointed by the Secretary of 
War to consider certain questions relating to 
the tise of the outer harbor at this point held 
an open meeting yesterday morning in Maj. 
Lydecker's office, in the Honoré Block. The 
commission consists of the following olficers of 
the Engineer Corps of the army: Gen. J. G. 
Parks, Gen. C. B. Comstock, and Gen. Godfrey 
Weitzel. The mutter under cousideration is the 
proposed action of the Blinois Central Railroad 
in filling in 100 feet more of the basin and ustur 
it for track purposes. Work ou this was begun 
some time ago, and complaints were made ut the 
time to Maj. Lydecker that the road hac no 


right to appropriate any portion of the barbor.

He ordered the work stopped, 
the Secretary of War, and the 
mission was appointed to inquire into 
the matter. Judge Trumbull and Mr. B. F 
Ayer appeared yesterday for the railroad com- 
pany, and Mr. Thomas Hoyne for the property- 
owners along Michigan aveaue, who objected to 
the proposed movement of the road. There 
were also presenta nuwber of vessel-owners 
and largo shippers,who had been summoned 
before the commission to testify as to the ef- 
fect the proposed movement would have on the 
harbor and upon commerce. 
MK. AYER 

opened the proceedings by giving a bistory of 
the Illinois Central Railroad from the time its 
churter had been granted, in 1861. Iu 1862 an 
ordinance had been passed to permit the road to 
exteud its tracks into. the city, and by this or- 
dinance the road was required to construct a 
breakwater ata distance of 30 feet from the 
shore. At a cost of $1,125,000, to con- 
struct and maintain, this breakwater 
bad becn built at a distance 
of but 200 feet from the shore, and Mr. Ayer held 
that the road was still eutitied to the additional 
100 feet which they had proposed to take posses- 
sion of, and which they nad been filling in when 
stopped by the Government authorities. Mr. 
Ayer wenton to stute Wat, with the Michigan 
Central, Baltimore & Ohio, and other roads com- 
ing in on their tracks, it Was absolutely necessa- 
ry to have more room to accommodate the im- 
mense and growling traflic. The United States 
had no title to the land under the water, but did 
have a control over the harbor, and the question 
was whether the occupation ot this extra 100 
feet by the road would at all injure the harbor. 
It was the duty of the Government so stop any 
movement that would impede navigation or 
commerce. Mr. Ayer then poioted out the lines 
of road controlled by the Llinois Central 
and the lar~we cities they connected, 
The policy of the road had aiways been to 
favor and encourage commerce. At present 
there were no wharves or slips along the Lake- 
Front, and no talk of any, but 
THEY MIGHT BE BESTABLISHED THERE IN 

THE FUTURE, , 
and a railroad connection with them would be 
very desirable. it had been 5 that, if 
wharves were built, they should be extended out 
Low feet into the harbor. There were no 
wharves of that length anywhere, except in 
Boston, and they were not necessary. Wharves 
of areasonable length could be built out Into 
the barbor witbout fnjuring it as a harbor ol 
refuge. 

Gen. Comstock asked Mr. Ayer who would 
build these wharves, if they ever were built? 

Mr. Ayer said this was still a disputed ques- 
tion. hey might be built by the Government, 
by the parties that owned the land, or by other 
parties who might get rwmits to build them. 
The Lilinois Central Road bad built the viaduct 
at Randoiph street ata cost of $100,000, and bad 
thrown it open to the pubiic. if wharves were 
ever built along the Lake-Front access to them 
could be gained in the same way. 

Cupt. Redmond Priddiville was called before 
the commission, and stated that he bad been 
connected with the shipping interests in Chicago 
for many years, and knew the outer barbor very 
well. He didn't think that the proposed occu- 
pation of an extra 100 feet by the railroad com- 
pany would be at all detrimental to the barbor. 
It wharves were built they should be about the 
length of thoseio other cities—600 feet—and 
wharves of that length 

COULD NOT INJURE THE HARBOR. 
The largest vessel on the lakes was d feet in 
length, and the average length was from 20 to 
Nö feet. The clear width was from thirty-five 
to thirty-nine feet. The width of slips, if 
wharves were constructed, should be 200 feet in 
order to give the vessels ample room. 

Mr. A. G. Van Sebaick stated to the commis- 
sion that be had bad twenty-nine years’ experi- 
ence on the lakes, and twenty-three years’ expe- 
rience on Lake Michigan as a lumber merchant. 
His attention bad been called to the outer har- 
bor, and his ideas about it were mostiy of a 
commercial nature. For his part he should like 
to see larger uccommodations for vessels. if 
wharves were to be built on the Lake- 
the strips of land 
least 200 feet out into 
and 300 teet would be better 
commercial purposes, as the space 
would be needed in switching cars on and olf the 
wharves and putting in side tracks. He occu- 
pied at present 2,500 feet of water front in Chi- 
cago, and would like to get 600 feet more, but it 
could not be obtained. 

Mr. C. J. Magill stated that he had lived in 
Chicago since $653, and during that time had 
been a vessel-Owuer and shipper. He did not 
think a 100-foot strip of land would be of auy 
use. and thought Mr. Van Schaack’s ideas on the 
mutter were perfectly correct. Wharves would 
be of no practical account without railroad 
tracks on them, and they could not be based on 
a 100-foot strip of land. He did vot think the we- 
cupation of 100 feet by the railroad company 
would iujure commerce or the barbor. 

THE FACILITIES FOR SHIPPING 
on the river were growing more contracted 
every day, and he thought that, naturally, the 
shipping would go the basin. 

A map giving the soundings at points along 
the Lake-Front was turned over to the commis- 
sion for inspection. 

Mr. Hoyne uatly contradicted Mr. Ayer’s state- 
ment that the road had obtained the right for 
more than 200 feet, and claimed that they had 
no right to take the extra 100 feet, as proposed. 

Mr. Ayer said that the State charter given to 
the road iu 1851 gave it 200 feet its entire length, 
together with the necessary grounds for station 
purposes, etc., and he thought the extra 100 feet 
would be considered as being used tor station 
,urposes in connection with the Chicago station. 
The City of Chicago had no title to the sub- 
merged lands, but che State had the right to 
transfer it, subject to the rights of the United 
States, as it liked. In 1869 it hud transferred the 
soil one mile out into the lake to the railroad. 

Mr. Hoyne said this was true, but it had been 
repeaied the following year. 

Mr. Ayer said the act had been repealed in 
1873, but the railroad bad already required an 
easement, and it was a well-known point of law 
that the Legislature could not deprive it of this. 


CAPT. A. E. GOODRICH 


was next called. He stated that he had been in 
the steam boating business in Chicago for some 
— and at present controlled eleven steam- 

ts. The barbor, he said, did not amount to 
anything as a harbor of refuge, as it was so 
large that a brisk wind created a sea in it, and 
vessels could not lie at anchor comfortably. For 
commercial purposes, this would also be a dis- 
advantage, as vessels that were rocking about 
could not be loaded and unloaded very well.

The river would 
be all right if it were not for the bridges, which 
are a nuisance, and the order of the Mayor 
closing them an hour night and morning made 
it worse. 

Judge Trumbull asked Capt. Goodrich if he did 
not think that the 400,000 people on the West 
and North Sides had rights as well as the vessel- 
Owners and shippers.

He stated, in conclusion, that he did not think 
the occupation of the extra 100 feet by the Lili- 
nois Central Kailroad would injure the harbor 
or interfere with commerce.

BOGUS BONDS. 

How Those Which Doyle Tried to Put 
on the Market Were Manutactured— 
He Has Nothing To Say. 

A reporter of Tun TrisuNe called yesterday 
forenoon upon Mr. J. B. Doyle, now in the 
County Jail, for the purpose of seeing what be 
bad to say regarding the interesting disclosures 
in yesterday's paper of the way in which be 
had arranged, years ago, to secure for himseif 
immunity in case he ever got into trouble. His 
plan, it will be remembered, was to save certain 
plates or dies, so that if the worst came to the 
worst be could bave something to fall back on 
and use to purchase his freedom. Mr. Doyle was 
not good-natured, however, and his only answer 
to the inquiries made to him was, I have noth- 
mi to say, sir. I don't know anything, and 1 
don't waat to be interviewed.” 

There was, however, only one slight error iu 
what was published concerning Mr. Doyle's 
transactions, and that was not of a serious pat- 
ure.

one being the Goddess of Liberty, another the 
Chase head, and the other the soldier picture 
which appears on the 1861 bonds. Each of these 
is engraved separately upon what is known asa 
„ bed- plate.“ or flat plate ot steel. A transfer 
iB then taken from one of these on to a roller ot 
goftened steei, which is afterwards hardened by 
the use of ivory chips. This roller is known as 
the die. From that roller a transfer is in turn 
made on toa plate, from which, whea it is com- 
pleted, the bonds are printed. As an ordinary 
thing a counterfeiter is not fona of 
the labor of working in steel. it is 
harder. it requires a good light. and it takes a 
great deal of time. It is much easier to do it 
in copper. But the print of a bond from a cop- 
per plate has a softer appearance than that 
from a steel one, the lines iu the softer metal 
not being as sharp as in the harder one. Smith, 
thougu an excellent engraver, was not good on 
figure-work. Hence the pian of stealing these 
vienets, which were in some respects the most 
difficult part of the labor On a bond. Acting in 
confederacy with some person in the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, the bed- plates, prob- 
ably, of these three Vignets were stolen. From 
these the impresses were transferred to the 
rollers or dies of the softened steel—a thing 
which could be done with ease by a Killed 
mechanic—and these men are all skilled in 
their trades~and which would not take 
much time. Then the bed-plates were returned 
to the Treasury Department. From these rollers 
thus procured a transfer could be made eicher on 
to a steel plate or on toa copper one, and the 
remaiuder of the work could be done wit? com- 
parative ease by the counterfeiter.

which were intrusted to Doyle to throw into the 
East River. Smith had no object in keeping 
them. Having transferred the impression to 
the plate, be bad all they could give bim, and to 
have them around would be exceedingly dan- 
gerous, for it would be impossible for him to ac- 
count for their possession if they should be 
found in his bands.

he bed- plate of the vignet of Chase is not much 
larger than the palm of one’s hand, and could 
easily be slipped into the pocket. The die is not 
much, if any, larger than a billiard bail, and is 
also easily carried away. If, as is suggested, 
these -piates were merely borrowed fora 
few days for the pur of making dies from 
them, that would still easier than if the stuff 
were stolen outright, because nothing could 
—— be missed and suspicion would not be 
excited. The course of the Government during

Mr. Casilear as an expert, have called the

can. He kuows exactly how he does it, and can 
swear to each line and shade. It seems as if the 
Government was afraid to call the man who had 
made the Chase bead, for instance, for fear that 
be might bave testified tit was genuine. On 
the other hand the defense would not venture to 
call the eugraversas witnesses since some of 
them might have testified that part of the work 
was bogus. So the Government limited itself to 
calling Mr. Casiiear, Who pointed out various 
unquestioned discrepancies between the 
Doyie and the genuine ones. 
Most of these, however,. or many 
of them at least, are easily explained by de- 
fective transfers. For instance: In the Chase 
vignet a line is broken, while it is continuous 
in the genuine. Such adefect arises often in 
the process of transferring trom bed-plate to 
die, and from die to piate. Now that that de- 
fect bas been pointed out to Smith, all be has to 
do is to take a 2 and perfect the line. 
There are, as has n stated, occasional varia- 
tions between the four steel plates which are 
made for the purpose of bond printing, but 
they are ali due to the slight differences in the 
process of transfer from die.

The Western Alcohol Exporters 


Trying to Cut Down Pro- 
duction. 


A Proposition to Run Only Ten 
or Twelve Hours a 
Day. 


“Buffalo” Miller's Reasons for the Un- 
satisfactory Condition of the 
Trade, 


The members of the Western Export Associa- 
tion, whicn ceased to exist May 1. are in session 
at the Grand Pacitic for the purpose of forming 
another and similar organization, in order. to 
Umit the production of alcohol and secure a 
The old association ac- 
complished its mission, having, in five months 
and pine days, at a cost of over $700,000, gotten 
all the surplus alcohol out of the country, and 
May lal the warehouses were empty and there 
was a stiff market in Cincinnati, bighwines 
being held at 51.17. But eight days 
thereafter there was a break to FI. 2. which, 
it is claimed, is three cents a galion less 
than cost. The capacity of the distilleries is 
one and a halt times more than the coustry can 
take, so the question is, us one put it.

“It js very uncertain,” he replied, as there 
were quite a number of distillers absent, and the 
refusui of a single one would defeat organiza- 
tion.” 

“Why is your business vo much more de- 
pressed than usual? 

“On account of the loss of the export trade. 
While grain was cheap in this country, we could 
and did export to neariy every country on the 
fuce of the globe; in consequence of which sev- 
eral immense ue distilleries were erected, and 
those already in existence were enlarged, so 
that now, as our own crops failed, with a prolific 
root crup in tue aicoholic-producing countries 
of Europe, they can caa make the goods cheaper 
on the spot than we can produce them at our 
distilleries. So we have our capacity left, with- 
out the export trade. 

* How long will this state of affairs last? 

It will depend on the crops, both ou this side 
and the other side uf the ocean. But corn must 
rule below % cents in the Chicago market before 
we can bope to export at a profit.” 

“Is ulconol made from bects and potatoes as 
good as that made from grain?” 

* When produced it is raw and rank, but they 
have perfected their leaching and redistilling 
works to such an extent that they turn out as 
good an articie as can be furoished in any part 
of the world, and Bertin spirits” br vven a 
higher price than our own for tortifying wines.” 

“For what purpose is your alcohol used in 
Europe?” 

“Chiefly for fortifying the cheaper wines. 
They press the grapes so often that the product 
of the lust pressing does not develop suilicient 
alcohol to preserve it, and alcohol must neces- 
sarily be added.“ : 

“If you succeed in your organization there 
will be a great deal of money in it?” 

We expect to make no more than a fair re- 
turn for the cupital invested. There will be dis- 
creet men at the head of it, who will see that the 
price gives the distiller. 

A FAIR PROPIT AND NO MORE.” 

„What will prevent others from buliding dis- 
tilleries?’* 

“Nothing. A distillery today is a different 
thing from the distillery of ten years ago. Tee 
whdie business has been changed. A successful 
distiller must have all the latest improvements 
to unis nis goods. These are very expeusive. 
An experienced man would not expect to erect 
a distillery for leas than $100,000. The ‘Great 
Western and Monarch, in Peoria, cost nearly 
$300,000 each. Then, it requires a beavy work- 
ing capital to pay the taxes, etc. Now, when it 
is known that the capacity is already sv great 
that only 40 per cent can be operated, and that 
the money expended vill not be worth 10 conts 
on the dollar unless there is an organization, is 
it likely a capitalist would invest his muney ina 
business as precarious as that of distilling, with 
all the annoyances of the internal-revenue laws? 
Those who have distilleries on their bands bave 
everything to gain and nothing to lose from 
an organization.” 

lu case you succeed, do you propose a differ - 
ent association from the last one?” 

Les; the proposition is to close down tosuch 
an extent that those who are running balf-time 
will not overproduce.”’ 

* You propose to organize for one year?’ 

“ Yes; but, even if we succeed, we have no 
security but men's word. if any one refuses to 
pay his dues, by our agreement it is sufficient 
cause to dissolve the association. The contem-. 
plated building of new distilleries is another 
cause. The existence of an association of this 
kind, founded on good faith, is always precari- 
ous, and liable, after it is organized, to to 

ieces at any time. It won't answer to bet on. 

othing but the desperate situation of the trade 
makes it at all possible to organize at this time.” 


OCEAN PERILS. 


Danger from Too Fast Steaming—Col- 
lision with the Alaska aud Gross 
Carelesness. 

New York, May 24.—Fears are entertained 
that the bigu speed certain steamers are run 
upon crossing the Atlantic at this season of the 
year will produce a great accident some time. 1 
quote the remarks of a passenger upon the 
Alaska, one of the fastest steamers now atloat. 
which arrived here Sunday, after the most rapid 
of all passages. The passenger is reported as 
saying: 

“ During at least four out of seven days occu- 
pied by the trip there was a falling and lifting 
fog, which at times was very dense, but there 
was no apparent attempt to slacken the speed of 
the vessel on account of this at apy moment, 
so far as the passengers could judge. The 
revolutions of the screw were never less than 
fifty-nine per minute, and they sometimes in- 
creased to sixty-one. More than 400 miles were 
run on every solar day. Among the 7% pas- 
sengers on board was a member of the firm 
which furnished the iron for the Alaska, and he 
promised the stokers a reward of £10 if the fires 
were so kept up that the steamer would reach 
New Yorkin less than seven days. When off 
the Banks of Newfoundland five icebergs were 
sighted, surrounded by drifting ice, some of 
which seemed at least 250 feet high, while one 
appeared to be at least a mile in circumference, 
One of the bighest was marked by two peaks 
with a valley between, the shape resembling 
that of an hour-glass laid upon its side. 

* About 10 o’clock-on Friday night, when the 
Alaska was 200 miles east of Sandy Hook, and 
nearly south of Nantucket, a brigantine was 
suddenly discovered by the o ts on the bridge, 
who afterward declared that the light of the 
sailing vessel was not visible until she was di- 
rectly under the bows of the steamer. The night 
was starlight. The brigantine bore down rapidly 
on the steamer, and struck the latter with her 
bowsprit and boom, which were ca away, 
taking with them some twenty feet of the 
steamer’s rail ou the starboard side, about eighty 
feet forward of the stern. The hull of the brig-
